Hliletnblo amount of ore. Tbe trespass was 
dhcovered shortly afterwards and a suit In- 
fltttuted by the Little I'lttsburg company to 
recover $27,000, the alleged valuo of the ore. 
ColonelJ.. IJ. Ulssellwas by mutual consent 
appointed referee to hear the evidence In the 
case and render a decision. The result of 
tbo fefereVs Investigation was the declara- 
tion of ludgment lant July lu favor of tbe 
Little I'ittoburg compaify and against the 
Little, Chief Mining company for «19,4ia OB 


During the hearing before Colonel Blssell, 


the fact was evolved that sometime during 
the nionttia of November, December and Jan. 
nary, In 1879 and 1880, -IbCTJttle 1'lttsburg 
company had extracted about 887,125 worth 
-at ore from the LIUIa Chief clalmr -Tbls-was 
Intiu^nced as an offset, by the Little. Cblef 
company, and judgment asked for the differ-, 
ence. The referee considered the'claim, and 
refused It. The grounds on which the refusal 
was baaed, was that, the present owners of 
tbe Little Chief mine were not Ita owners 
when the extraction ot the ore from the Lit- 
tle Chief by tae Little rittsburg miners oc- 
curred, the Little Cblef being bonded an De- 
cember, 1», 1879, and not purchased by Ueo. 
D. Itoberts for the Little Chief Mining com- 
p«nyuntllJannary 10, 1880. The evidence 
Wiis that the wiongtnl extraction of ore took 
place November and December of 1879, «nd 
DOMlbly«xteude4 into January of 1880. 


The Little Chief company took exception 


to this action of tbe referee, and appealed this 
decision to tbe district court, where It was 
yesterday reviewed by JodgeOoddard and re- 
versed, and the shoe placed on the other foot 
b> the darnages being axed at $17,711.95 In 
favor of tbe Little Chief company and against 
tbe Little Plttsburg.
